The editor sees from his sanc­ 
tum window every day,and fre­ 
quently many times a day -m am ­ 
moth m otor trucks, some of them 
almost as big as a box car or flat 
car, which carry freight practi­ 
cally across the state.

highway than fifty farm wagons, 
or fifty of the ordinary passenger 
automobiles. 
It is not fair to the railroads 
(and this editor holds no brief for

m ay be d estroyed.” 
In the hope of discovering such 
a pest in order that it may be in­ 
troduced to his cou ntry, H. K. Lew- 
cock, 
traveling 
research 
m ycolo­ 
gist for th e prickly pear con trol 
board of the 
A ustralian g o vern ­ 
ment, Brisbane, Queensland, A us­ 
tralia, accom panied by Mrs. Lew- 
cock, who is a botanist, has com e 
to T exas to conduct a search in 
the cactus grow ing sections o f this 
state. 
A ccording to Mr. Lewcock, who 
has been assigned tem p orary quar­ 
ters at the T exas A gricultural E x ­ 
perim ent Station, A. and M. ( ol- 
lege of T exas, with Dr. J. J . Taub- 
enhaus, chief of the division of 
plant pathology, as h eadq uarters 
from which to ca rry on his search, 
the prickly pear was introduced in 
Australia about IOO y ears ago as 
a fodder. 
The governm ent now 
faces the necessity of finding some 
means of destroying it in ord er to 
prevent it from virtually claiming 
large and increasing a reas of the 
country. 


B y 18 7 0 , the plant th a t was in­ 
troduced as a feed for anim als had 
spread so rapidly in A ustralia th a t 
it began to cause alarm , according 
to Mr. Lewcock. 
Finally in 190 9 
a commission was established by 
the governm ent to study the prob­ 
lem with the 
view of 
finding a 
means 
of 
control. 
Poison 
and 
grubbing w ere tried but without 
sufficient success. 
Mr. 
N ewcock 
is now on the trail of some insect 
pest that will do the work. 
It is estim ated that a t present 
in

plant and it is spreading at the
